Gas 


After an expenditure of $80,000 
spread over a couple of years of the 
hardest work in experiments and tests 
the Calgary Petroleum Products com- 
pany; which has just got its gasoline 
extraction plant tn nice running shape 
has been formmed by the Dominion 
government that“within a month they 
must make arrangements to conserve 
the residual gas from which the gas- 
oline has been extracted. 

If this order is put into effect it 
means that the plant will have to be 
shut down. for an indefinite period, or 
altogether. The company hag already 
made a proposal to the city to have 
the gas piped to the city limits, but 
nothing hag been -done in the matter. 
It has also been suggested that ar- 
rangem€nts could be made with the 
Calgary Gas company to connect up 
the flow from the Okootoks field with 
their pipe line running into&’’Catgary, 
but this is still unsettled and nothing 
can be accomplished within a month. 

Why the government. should take 
this arbitrary step at this date when 
their officials must have known that 
for years the company was endeavor- 
ing to get their absorption plant in op- 
eration—and they also knew that no 
arrangements had been made for util- 
izing the gas—it is eee to con- 
jecture. 

This company has in operation the 
first plant of its kind in Canada and 
during the past few months has been 
producing gasoline in  cansiderable 
quantities and preparations were be- 
ing made to give the gas supply a 
thorough test as to the likelihood of 
a constant Supply being available, in 
which case the plant would be enlarg- 
ed. ; 

It hag been developing a very im- 
portant natural resurce of the coun- 
try and helping to supply the gaso- | 
line which is now being imported in 
such large. quantities into Canada | 
from. the United States. Then, aa 
as soon as it gets going ‘nicely the |

Trotzky Would 


Put Labor Under 
Military Disciplin 


Moscow.—Militarization is the only 
means to fully utilize Russia’s man 
power, said Leon Trotzky, Bolsheviki 
minister of war, addressing the ninth 


convention of the Contmunist party 
here. His address was directed to de- 
fining the relation between the mob- 
{ization of industry and the industrial 
rehabilitation or Russia. 
“Mobilization is more necessary 
now than it was formerly,” he declar- 
ed. “We have to deal with the pres- 
ent population and masses of unskil- 
led labor which cannot be utilized to 
the fullest extent by any other means 
than military discipline. Trades uni- 
° are capable of organizing great 
masses of qualified workers, but 30 
per cent. of the people cannot be 
reached by this means.” : 
Trotzky declared the working army 
which is built on the principle of com- 
pulsory work, is no less productive 
than was the old system of competi- 
tlon, and came out in favor of per- 
sonal, rather than collective adminis- 
tration. He asserted political admin-

God Help Our Children If League Is 
Allowed to Wither and Die 


London.—Earl Grey, Premier Lloyd 
George, Admiral Beatty, former pre- 
mier Asquith, Lord Robert Cecil, and 
John R. Clynes published an appeal in 
the London Timas for 1,000,000 
pounds sterling, to keep fresh in the 
minds of the people’ of this country 
the spirit and idcals which underlie 
‘the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions.” 

The appeal points out what the 
League of Nations union has already 
done in its education campaign. It 
says that a million pounds sterling 
sounds like a large sum but that if

Control of Our 
Natural Resources 


Ottawa.—Development of Canada’s 
natural resources and establishment of 
.a more uniform system of experimen- 
tal farms came up for discussion in 
the house of commons. The first 
question, that of natural resources, 
Was raised on & motion by Captain 
Manion, FortWilliam and Rainy Riv- 
er; the second by Donald Sutherland, 
of South Oxford. Western members 
seized the opportunity again to urge 
transfer of western resources to the 
provincial governments. Dr. Cowan, 
Regina, argued that had the western 
natural resources been in the hands of 
the provincial governmefits, action to 
develop them would have been taken 
long ago. The present situation was 
" “impossible.” ms 
. “I myself heard Sir Robert Borden 
declare in 1911 that he would do all 
in his power to sce that the resources 
¢ turned’ over to the provinces,” 
Dr. Cowan declared further. He 
spoke of millions of feet of lumber 


and millions of tons of the best coal 
in Canada, lying with eight miles of 
the government-owned railway. 

In his motion, Caption Manion urg- 
ed that the government should, as 
soon as possible, “bring’ forward: a 
policy Raving for its object the devel- 
opment of the natural resources of 
Canada.” ; . 

He spoke on the need for devel- 
oping Canada’s resources. The gov- 
ernment might take over development 
itself, or assist private enterprise. 
Capt. Manion did not stipulate that

Abandon Control of Newsprint 


Annourteement Follows ‘Decision Of 
Supreme Court in Price 
Bros. Case 

Ottawa.— The board of commerce 
announces that it will not henceforth 
claim to.exercise any contro] what- 

ever over newsprint paper in Canada. 

The ‘announcement follows the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the 
Price Brothers case that newsprint 
paper was not a necessity of life 
within the meaning of that expression 
in. the Combines and Fair Prices act 
and that the powers exercised by the 
board of commerce as newsprint con- 
troller were without jurisdiction. The 
board points out that the ‘effect of 
the supreme court's decision is to ren- 
der inoperative the orders-in-council 
constituting the board of commerce 
as controller of newsprint paper in 
Canada, and for this reason the board 
announces its intention of abandoning 
the control of newsprint, unless the 
board is subsequently invested, if that 
be legally possible, with competently- 
granted power. 

The Board’s announcement adds 
that the supreme court’s decision does 
not involve the general powers of the 
board of commerce, except in so far 


‘Jas it, to some extent, limits the inter- 


pretation which the board might place 
on the expression, “necessity of life.” 
The general powers, it is added, will 
be pronounced upon by a subsequent 
decision. of the court. 

This decision will follow a rehear- 
‘ing in the supreme court on May 4, 
next, of certain points in the recent 
argument heard in the court to test 
the powers of the board of commerce 
as a price-fixing tribunal.

Saskatchewan Butter Meets With Fa- 
vor in the United States 
Within the last two wecks three car- 
loads of butter have been forwarded 
to points in the United States from 


Saskatchewan. Two cars were sent 


from the North Battleford Creamery 
to Texas, and one from the Saskatoon 
creamery to Chicago. The returns for 
this butter are in excess of what can 
be secured in Saskatchewan; that is 
63 cents a pound, which the cream- 
ery charges to the retailers; and which 
is sold at 75 cents a pound over the 
counter. - With the exchange, as it 
is higher prices are realized for Sas- 
katchewan butter across the line, and 
the province is getting one of .the best 
advertisements possible from‘this pro- 
duct, which ne ousted home prod- 
ucts. * 
The-creameries officials stated that 
the company was not making a prac- 
tice of- shipping butter out of the 
province, except the surplus produc- 
tion. From time to time, however, 
they were entering other markets to 
get an idea how the’ Saskatchewan 
product compares with: the best of 
other lands, and.in every .case the 
company has learned that Saskatche- 
wan butter stands at the top. 
.It.is the intention of the officials to | 
redouble their efforts to get Saskat- 
chewan farmers to produce more milk 
and cream, for they averred that they 
could dispose of a carload of butter 
every day on the Chicago market if 
this was available. In fact, it was 
stated, there is no limit to the quan- 
tity which could be sold’ outside the 
province.

For 
this reason there should be. no re- 
laxation on the part of the breed to 
adhere strictly to the bacon model 
in his breeding and feeding. operat- 
ions.
